I hope 1 never ſhall forget the great Care 
aad Concern that was upon many of our Pa- 
rents and Elders, in thoſe Days, for our Pre- 
ſervation in the Way of Truth, and that we 
might be kept out of Pride and Vanity, and 
the hurtful Converſation of the World. Alſo 
great was the Labour and Travel of many 
faithful Labourers, in the Work of the Mini- 
ſtry, for the Good of Friends in general, and 
for the young Generation in particular. 
One titet about the Year 1696, I well re- 
* member How that, in a large Meeting of 
X Friends, the Lord's bleſſed, heart-tendering 
XZ Power was eminently manifeſted, being in a 
3 degree over all. A faithful Friend and 
| Miniſter of Chriſt ( in faid Meeting) was draun 
forth, in his Teſtimony, — his earneſt 
Concern for the Good of the Youth, that they 

might be a Generation to ſerve the Lord, 
when they the Elders were removed; and, 
under this Concern, he had beſought the Lord 
for them, and queried of him, ſaying, What * 
wilt thou do for this young Generation? And 
| the Lord was graciouſly pleaſed to anſwer,

that He would give them a Day of Viſitation. 
And I may fay from certain Knowledge, 
that the Lord performed his Promiſe ; for a 
glorious and bleſſed Viſitation of the Day. 
ſpring from on High, was about that time ex- 
ended to the Youth, in a pretty general Man- 
ner, of which my Soul (as I have hinted be- 
tore) Was made a Partaker in the Land of my 
Nativity, 
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Nativity, between the Vears 1691 and 1698. 
I was not only broken, and tenderly affected 
with the Lord's Goodneſs, but I obſerved the 
ſame in divers other young People, and parti- 
cularly in ſome of my near Relations and Ac- 
quaintance (in the County of Cumberland) and 
we would ſometimes, after ſuch heart-tender- 
ing Meetings, tell one another in Love how 
it was with us, and encourage each other to 
Remember our Creator in the Days of our Touth, 
and that we might grow in Grace as we grew 
in Years. I always found theſe precious Seaſons 
humbled us, and weaned us from childiſh 
Follies, which we as well as others were by 
Nature prone to. 

Many hopeful Plants did the Lord raiſe up 
in the aforeſaid County, and by the Virtue of 
his holy Power and Spirit, fitted them for his 
Service, and tho' ſome of them were temoved 
by Death when young, yet divers were made 
able Miniſters of the Goſpel, and others qua- 
lified for Help-meets in Government, for 
maintaining good Order and Diſcipline in the 

Church, and were concerned to walk before 
the Flock as good Patterns and Examples. 
In the Year 1698, two miniſtring Friends 
from Ireland, viz. Foſhna Northall, and Gerſhon: 
Boat, being on a Viſit to Friends, and lodgin 

at my Father's Houſe, were acquainted that T

I found the 
Fear of the Lord near (in my Heart) which 
preſerved me in a good Degree of Innocency,

a Concern on my Mind, to diſcharge my

begging of him Pardon for my Offences, and

The Lord's Goodneſs was very great to 
me, the Senſe of which would often ſeize my 
Mind, and I faw that I ought to walk very 
circumſpectly, and in great Humility before 
him, for bleſſed be his Name, he ſtill follow- 
ed me; he waited to be gracious, and viſited 
me both immediately and inſtrumentally. 
An additional Mercy he favoured me with, 


to wit, the Advantage of pious and religious 


Parents, whoſe Concern was great for 'my 
Welfare, and Preſervation in the bleſſed 
Truth; I being now removed at ſome Diſtance 
from them, their Care did not leſſen, for 
they frequently wrote Letters of tender Ex- 
Hortation, Counſel, and Advice to me, which 
I kept by me as good "Treaſure, and would 
often read and peruſe them. 


I had an only Siſter, the eldeſt of my Fa- 


ther's Children, ſhe was a very good Example

rents; ſhe alſo wrote to me, being thought⸗- 
ful of my Welfare.

Nov to return to my own State and Condi- 

tion: When I had ſerved about half of my Ap- 
prenticeſhip, I got acquaintance with divers 
young People, whoſe Company I loved, and 
with tome of them I was at times too free in diſ- 
courſe and jocularity, and for want of watchful- 
neſs, and dwelling under the Croſs of Chriſt 
(thePower of God, by which I was often viſited 
as afore-mentioned) I received hurt, and ſuf- 
fered Loſs, as to the inward Life and Virtue of 
Religion; tho' praiſed be the Lord, he pre- 
ſerved me out of groſs Evils. I was now de- 
ſirous of greater Liberty than Truth and faith- 
ful concerned Elders allowed of; and a wiſe 
arguing Part got up, in which I was ready to 
account divers things but ſmall, that the Te- 


ſtimony of Truth was aga'nſt, not conſidering 
che hurtful tendency of them, and that it 
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was the Duty of a true Chriſtian to avoid every 
appearance of Evil. TH 
While I was in this condition, a particular 
Viſit was appointed by Friends for young 
People. I conſidered before I went to it what 
I had, or wore, that was not agreeable to the 
Minutes and Advices concerning Plainnels 
frequently recommended, intending by Argu- 
ments to juſtify myſelf, if I ſhould be ſpoken 
unto about any particular, apprehending there 
was fo little in ſome things adviſed againſt, 
that they were not to be minded. In this 
Mind I went to the Meeting, and had not long 
ſat therein, until the heart-tendering Power, 
and Preſence of the Lord ſo immediately 
broke in upon me, that I was greatly humbled 
under a Senſe thereof, and of my State and 
Condition. I now plainly ſaw that the Con- 
cern of faithful Elders and Overſeers, was for 
the Good and Preiervation of us the Youth, 
from vain and hurtful Converſation ; and that 
we m:ght be kept in Innocency, and be re- 
deemed from the vain Faſhions and Cuſtoms 
of the World; and it appeared to me, that it 
was our place to be of condeſcending Minds, 
and that it would tend to our Peace and Safe- 
ty, to dwell in Subjection to them, who had 
the rule and overſight of us, altho' we, being 
young, might not ſee hurt in ſome things 
which they, being more experienced, might 
have a clearer Sight of. From this time, I was

Great was the Care and Concern of faithful 
Elders in thoſe Days, in the City of Dublin, 
for the Preſervation of the young Generation 
out of the Evils that are in the Word: they 
were good Examples to us, and often adviſed 
and admoniſhed us for our good, not only in fa- 
mily Viſits but at other times; and we gene- 
rally received their Counſel well, and were 
thankful for it; and the well inclined were 
helped thereby. There was a large Meeting 
in that City then, and many worthy Miniſters 
and Elders ; and Friends there were a plain, 
humble, ſelf-denying People, and had a great 
Tegard to the Advice, Rules and Precepts of 
the Antients, and were zealouſſy concerned to 
obſerve them, and in a good degree Truth 
pre red, and Friends were comforted in the 
Evrc, and encouraged to follow him faithfully, 
and were greatly concerned that their Chil- 
drenand Families ſhould do the ſame. | 


Towards the latter part of my Apprentice- 


ſhip J was viſited with Sickneſs, during which, 
the Lord's tender dealings with me, and how 
he followed me from my Childhood with his 
Mercies and Judgments, were brought to my 
remembrance ; i was alſo very low in my 
Mind, and then the Tempter {et upon me, 
and endeavoured to perſwade me, that as I had 


not walked worthy of the many Favours 1 
received, but had given way to things 


which had done me hurt, (as to my inward 
condition) ſo now it was juſt in the Lord, not 
only to ſuffer Affliction of Body to be upon 


me, but alſo to ceaſe ſtriving with me. Un- 
| der 
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der this Temptation I was brought at times 
even to the brink of Deſpair, but the Lord 
my God, in mercy and pity, looked down up- 
on me, and did not wholly leave me; for in 
the time of my greateſt Fears and Doubts, 
there was a ſecret Hope raiſed in me that I was 
not wholly forſaken, and I felt ſecret Deſires 
and Breathings to him, now in the time of 
need. I. covenanted with him, that if he 
would be pleaſed to reſtore me to my former 
State of Health, and renew unto my Soul his 
gracious Viſitations, and pardon my Offences, 
that I would be more circumſpect and careful 
for the time to come, Friends had a Love 
for me, and viſited me when I was thus weak 
in Body, and under Exerciſe of Mind; and 
in the 5 time he was pleaſed to raiſe me 
up again. O that I may for ever keep cove- 
nant with him, who never fails his People that 
truly traſt in his Namaue. 

Great was the labour of Love in the work 
of the Miniſtry, that the Lord favoured Friends 
with; I kept an Account of the Names of 
ſuch Miniſters as viſited us, from the Year 
1698 to 1705, which amounted to upwards 
of one hundred and fifty; many of whom 
were as Clouds filled with heavenly Rain. 

In the ſeventh Month 1705 (myApprentice- 
ſhip being expired) I went over to Exglard, to 
{ee my dear Parents and near Relations, and 
ſtayed ſome time with them, and then returned 
to Dublin, tending to ſet up there for my- 
ſelf (my Father being willing to give me ſome 
Money for that ran but it ae

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fell out, that in the third Month 1706, divers 
Friends from Cork were at Dublin, at the na- 
tional Meeting, one of which was Joſeph Hoar ; | 
he wanted a Clerk to keep his Books, and I 
was recommended to him : We readily agreed 
upon terms, and I was very eaſy in going to 
that City, heing fearful of engaging too ſoon 
in Buſineſs for myſelf, and was deſirous to 
learn more Experience in the World. % 
On my leaving Dublin, Friends gave me a 
good Certificate, and my aforementioned Ma- 
ſter, 7oſeph Hoar, being an honeſt, good na- 
tured, generous Friend, his Service was very 
agreeable to me in many reſpects, and I had 
| liberty to attend Meetings both on firſt and 
week Days, which was a great Satisfaction 
to me. | 
Soon after I came to Corke, Friends took 
notice of me, and invited me to fit in their 
Men's Meeting. I obſerved the Diligence 
d Care of faithful Elders, to keep up the 
Teſtimony of Truth, in its ſeveral Branches : 
Great was their Concern to warn and admo- 
niſh the unruly, and to comfort the feeble.

minged. I was glad of this religious Care, 
and m my Heart joined with their labour of 
Love, and was comforted and affected in be- 
holding their great and true Zeal, for the ho- 
sour of God, and the good of his Church; yet 
I was often under exerciſe and ſorrow on my 
own account, earneſtly deſiring, that I might 
attain unto a greater Poſſeſſion of that holy 
Principle of Grace and Truth, which I made 
Profeſſion of; being made ſenſible from the 
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Days of my Youth, that it was abſolutely ne- 
— for a true Chriſtian to be inwardly 
ſanctiſied, and made holy, and to preſs toward 
the Mark, for the Prize of the high Calling of 
God in Chriſt Jeſus.

And though my outward Converſation and 
Appearance was orderly, I was much exerciſed 
that I might know the work of God carried 
on in my Soul; I wanted to be more nearly 
united to him in Spirit, and to eTJoy a greater 
degree of his Love, which when 1 could not 
attain unto, I was not eaſy, and then would 
ſeek N Places to bemoan myſelf in, being 
bowed in Prayer before the Lord, earneſtly 
deſiring, that he would be near to help me 
thro' this Vail of Tears, and grant unto me 
the lifting up of the Light of his Countenance ; 
and, magnified be his great and everlaſting 
Name, he was very good and gracious; he often 
drew near to me, and prepared in me the Sa- 
crifice of a broken Heart, and contrite Spirit,

Mind engaged to travel with them, while they 
laboured in Word and Doctrine.

I lived with the aforeſaid Friend, Foſeph Hoar, 


until the Year 1712, about which time I incli- 


ned to marry : I often ſincerely applied to the 


Lord, and beſought him to direct me aright in 
this great and weighty Undertaking; and 1 
have great reaſon to believe, that his good 
Hand of Providence provided for me. In the 
Year 1713, I took to Wife Bleſſing Fennell, 
Daughter of William and Bleſſing Fennell 
of Toughal, who proved a _ Woman, and 
a true Help-meet to me, both inwardly and

About this time, viz. 1713, I found a Ne- 
ceſſity on my Mind, to ſpeak a few Words in 
our religious Meetings for Worthip, to ſtir 
up Friends to Love and Good Works; this 
was a Cloſe Exerciſe to me, but I was deſirous 
above all things, to be found in the faithful 
diſcharge of my Duty to the Lord, who had 
been wonderfully kind to me: I met with com- 
fortable Encouragement from many faithful 


Friends, yet I was afraid of being toq forward 


or frequent in my Appearances. © © ©: 
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And now having opened my Month in Meet- 
ings, I was greatly concerned to walk agree- 
able to what I faid in Words, both in Conver- 
ſation, and in my Trade and Buſineſs; and a 
Care was on my Mind to avoid the hurtful and 
unneceſſary Incumbrances of this World, in 


which Concern my Wife joined me, and we 


found it our Place, diligently to attend Meet- 
ings for the Worſhip of Almighty God, both 
on week Days and firſt Days, ſo that we fel- 
dom miſled” a Meeting (if in health of Body) 
and we were concerned to give liberty to our 
Servants, frequently to attend ſuch Meetings. 
In our early Days the Lord owned us herein, 
and bleſſed our Endeavours both inwardly and 
outwardly. IS Ka 
- I found it my Duty, not only to attend 
Meetings for Worſhip and Diſcipline, in this 
City, but it allo became my Concern to attend 
Quarterly and Provincial Meetings, as they 
fell in courſe; alſo the National Meetings in 
Dublin, both Summer and Winter; and often 
ſuch ſmall Meetings as were near the City. - ' 
I found the Lord gradually carrying on his 
Work in my Heart, and as I have hinted be- 
fore ſomething of the great Care and Concern 
of faithful Elders and Miniſters, ſo now he 
was pleaſed to baptize my Mind into a degree 

of the ſame Concern with them (and though 
I was notforward to ſay much) yet I laboured 
and joined in Spirit with thoſe who were zea- 
louſſy concerned for the Glory of God, and 
that his Teſtimony might be maintained, and 
the Diſcipline of the Church preſerved _

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right Foundation, and that all who made 
Profeſſion of the bleſſed Truth, might walk 
anſwerable thereto, and be preſerved out of 
Pride and all undue Liberty. My elder 
Friends and Brethren were ſenſible that I was 
exerciſed in my Mind for the Welfare of Sion, 
and deſired that I might more cloſely unite 
with them in ſome neceſſary Services in the 
Church, and in the Year 1714 I was invited by 
them to join in viſiting the Families of Friends, 
and to fit in their (cleft or preparative Meet- 
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. very unwilling to give up hereto, be- 
ing ſenſible of my inward Poverty and Weak- 
neſs, but hoping to reap ſome Benefit to my- 
ſelf, I aſſented in great tenderneſs of Heart, 
deſiring of the Lord that I might never ne- 
glect my own Vineyard. 

Our particular. Meeting returned my Name 
to the —.— Meeting for Approbation, 
which Meeting readily agreed that I ſhould join 
in the above Services. 'I he form and method 
of Friends is good in this reſpect: But oh! a 
deep and my: Concern was upon me, that 
I might enjoy the Power, and witneſs the ho- 
ly Anointing, without which the Form, how- 
ever excellent, availeth little. — - 

'The ſame divine Power that qualifies for the 
true Miniſtry of the Goſpel, is that which muſt 
prepare Elders and Overſeers in the Church, 
diligently to overſee the Flock, as the holy 
Apoſtle well obſerved to the Elders of the 
Church of Epheſus, when he was about to part 


yourſelves, 
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from them : Take heed (lays he) therefore unt 
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yourſelves, and to all the Flock, over which the 


Holy Ghoſt hath made you Overſeers, tofeed the 

Church of God, which he hath purchaſed with his 
Blood. 

It greatly concerns Elders and Overſeers, in 

a very 1 manner, to be good Examples 

lock, in all manner of Converſation, 

and to keep their Families in Subjection, ruling 

well their own Houſes ; for if any in this Sta- 


tion fall ſhort in theſe reſpects, how can they 


take care of the Church of God, and ſay to 
others, Follow us, as we follow Chriſt.

In the Year 1715, I went to the yearly 
Meeting at London, in Company with Foſeph 
Fenn, an honeſt, plain, ſincere Friend of this 
City. I found my Mind engaged to go over 
chiefly to ſuffer with the Seed, and to travel 
in Spirit with faithful Friends, more than to 
appear in Words; in which Concern the Lord 
owned me with great Peace and Satisfaction of 
Mind, tho” it was a time of great Exerciſe, on 
Account of the Affirmation, which divers were 
diſſatisfied with. 2 
When the Meeting was over, I went with 
divers Friends towards Cumberland, having ſe- 
veral good Meetings on the Road, and in that 
County, and. in due time I got well home by 
way of Dublin. 
n the Year 1715, Charles Howell and Abi- 
ail Craven were engaged to viſit ſome Places, 
Weſtward of this City. I was willing to accom- 


pany them; on the zoth of the 11th Month 


we had two Meetings at Kinſale, at which were 
about thirty Friends from Corte, and abun. 
. dance 
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Teſtimony of Truth was largely and freely de- 
clared amongſt them, and the People called to 
Repentance and Amendment of Life; they 
were in general ſober and attentive, and divers 
were affected. We went from thence to Ban- 
don, ſo to Caſtleſalem, and had a Meeting 
there; we had Meetings alſo at Baltimore and 
Skibbereen, both which were large, and there 
was an Openneſs to hear 'Truth declared. 

The few Friends that lived at Skibbereen 
were exhorted to be good Examples in their 
Lives and Converſation, that ſo none of them 
might be as ſtumbling Blocks to the weak, with 
deſires, that they might live in Love, and that a 
Concern might be on theirMinds to give noOc- 
caſion of Offence to Few, Gentile, or the Church 
of Chriſt. At our Return we had a Meeting

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In the third Month 1721, I found Draw- 
ings on my Mind to be at the Yearly Meetin 


in London, and went over in Company wit 


Thomas Wilſon, Fohn Barcroft, and Joſeph Gill; 
we being appointed by the Half Year's Meet- 


ing to attend the Service of the Yearly Meet- 
ing. We had a pretty good Paſſage, and 


landed near Cheſter the 19th of the 3d Month. 
We had divers ſatisfactory Meetings, at ſun- 
dry Places, in our Journey to London, and 
were at a Burial at Dudlo, and at the Quar- 
terly Meeting of Friends at Broomſgrave. 
On both theſe Occaſions the Goſpel was freely 

reached in the Authority thereof, to the 

ncouragement of the honeſt hearted, and 
many Souls were affected with divine Good- 
nefs. We got to London the 27th of the 3d 
Month, being the 5th Day of the Week. 
'The Mercy and Goodneſs of the Lord, was 
very eminently extended to Friends in this 
Meeting. It was a time of great Exerciſe to 
many ſincere honeſt F rien on divers ac- 
counts, but the Lord's bleſſed Power was ma- 
nifeſted in a good degree, and the windy Diſ- 
courſes of Men were blown away, and the 
Meeting was often brought into a cool Frame; 
and a Spirit of brotherly Love and Condeſcen- 
tion prevailed, and the Meeting concluded 
well, and Friends returned to their Habita- 
tions glad, and thankful to the Lord, who 
had been with us and helped his People in 
time of Need. | 

I ſtayed in London ſome Days, and viſited 
ſeveral Meetings ; on being ealy took leave 
of 
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of Friends, and in Company with my dear, an- 
tient Friend, James Dickenſon, went North- 
wards : We had Meetings in divers Counties, 
and came to Cumberland, where I was glad to 
ſee my Relations and Friends. I ſpent ſome 
time amongſt them, and had ſome very ſatis- 
factory Meetings in divers parts of the Coun- 
ty, and on the 3d Day of the 5th Month, 
took ſhipping at Whitehaven for Dublin, and 
landed there on the 7th of the ſame, being 
the ſixth Day of the Week, and their Meet- 


ing Day, to which I went; it was a comfort- 


able refreſhing Meeting to me. In due time 
I got well home, and found my Wife and Fa- 


mily well; Praiſes be to the Lord for all his 


Mercies. 

Our dear and antient Friend, Thomas Wil- 
ſon ſtayed, ſome time after the Meeting, and 
travelled in ſeveral Parts of England, bei 
his laſt Journey into that Nation; he was freth 
and, lively, in his. old Age, and, zealous for 
the ſpreading of Truth and Righteouſneſs.

I found a Concern ori my Mind, ſoon after 
got home from the Yearly Meeting, to viſit

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Friends in the Province of Ulfer ; I acquaint- 
ed my Brethren here therewith, and they had. 
Unity with me therein, and gave me their 
Certificate. I left home the 26th of the 5th. 
Month, 1721, in Company with John Thomp- 
ſon, a publick Friend, from England; we had 
Meetings to good Satisfaction at Charleville, 
Limerick, John Aſhton's, Birr and Tullamore, 
ſo went to Edenderry, where we parted, John 
going to Dublin; and my Kinſman, Mungo 
Bewley, being like wiſe under a Concern to 
viſit Friends in the North, we ſet forward and 
viſited Friends Meetings pretty generally in 
that Province, and likewiſe fell in with their 
Province Meeting at Lurgan, which was a, 
good Meeting. £3 
In this viſit the Lord enabled us to anſwer, 
his .requirings to our mutual Comfort, and the 
Satisfaction of Friends: After the aforeſaid, 
Province Meeting was over, we went pretty: 
directly towards Dublin; having a Meeting at 
Drogheda by the way. Here my agreeable. 
Companion parted with me and went home,, 
and I to Dublin, where I ſtayed until the 
Half Year's Meeting, which began the Sth of 
the gth Month.

on his Mind to viſit Friends in ſome Places, 
I accompanied him. We had Meetings at 
Toughal, Kilcommon and Limerick, in this Pro- 
vince, alſo viſited divers Meetings in the Pro- 
vince of Leinſter, and got well to Dublin; the 
Lord was near to help, and tho” my dear 
Father was far advanced in Years, he was en- 
abled to bear a living Teſtimony for the Lord; 
he ſoon left Dublin, and returned to his out- 
ward Habitation, and departed this Life in 
the 84th Year of his Age. | 
Inn the Year 1722 there was a great Ru- 
mour of an Invaſion in favour of the een 
and it was believed that divers diſaffected 
Perſons inliſted Men for that Purpoſe, and 
ſent them over to France. | 
I mention this, by reaſon a particular Ex- 
erciſe and Trouble fell to my Los and to a- 
nother Friend of this City, on this Oecaſion, 
to wit, Thomas Beale: For two Informers ap- 
plied to a Juſtice of Peace near Mallom, (whole 
Name was Purdon) and gave Examinations 
againſt ſaid Beale and me, that we were aid- 
ing and aſſiſting in ſending Men over, and 
that we ſupplied Perſons with Money for 
that Purpoſe, alſo that we met together at a 
certain Houle in this City for that end, and 
Sz. | 2 w43•s 
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fixed one of our Meetings to a certain Day, 
and time of the Day. th 

Juſtice Purdon came to Corke two Days be- 
fore the Aſſizes, and as I was going to Bed 
ſent for me, and told me what Examinations 
he had, and that it was his Buſineſs to take 
them for the King. I told him the whole of 
them was utterly falſe, and- that I would not 
go out of the Way, neither did I believe Tho- 
mas Beale would; he took my Word and Pro- 
miſe to appear when called for, and engaged 
me to acquaint Thomas Beale of the Matter, tor 
I. believe he thought us innocent. 

We were very thoughtful about this Affair, 
for many Perſons in the Nation were appre- 
hended, try'd, convicted and executed; the 
Reward for convicting Perſons was conſider- 
able, and it was believed, that for the ſake 
thereof, as well as to cover the guilty, ſome in- 
nocent Perſons were ſo plainly ſworn againſt; 
that they ſuffered with the guilty, which we 
did not know but might be our Caſe : But Pro- 
vidence (that knew our Innocency and 3 
to the gracious and good Government, whi 
in Mercy is placed over us) was pleaſed to fru- 
ſtrate the wicked Deſigns of evil and ungodly 
Men towards us. I called to Mind, that for ſome 
time of late J had been pretty much abroad, 
and on recollecting and ſearching my Papers, 
and viewing the of I had wrote to my 
Wife by Poſt, (on which were the Poſt Marks 
and Dates) I found I was above fifty Miles 
from home (the very Day they had fixed and 
ſwore to) accompanying my Father as afore- 
mentioned. I took 
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1 took an Opportunity to acquaint Juſtice 

Purdon hereof, before the Examinations came 
before the Grand Jury, and that I could brin 

divers Witneſſes to prove the Truth —— 

By ſome means theſe wicked and baſe Inform- 

ers heard this, and immediately diſappeared 


and fled from Juſtice; when they were gone 


we underſtood, that if their Attempt had ſuc- 
ceeded with us, that they had a Liſt of ſeveral 
other Friends that they intended to inform 
againſt. Bleſſed be the Lord for ali his Pre- 
ſervations and Deliverances. 
It was very pleaſant to me oſten to accom- 
any miniſtring Friends, that viſited us in the 
Love of Chriſt, not only1n ſome Meetings in 
this Province, but likewiſe in the Province of 
Leinſter, and as in my young Years, the ſolid 


| Converſation of ſuch was very helpful to me, 


I found their Company ſtill. to be ſo; and as 
the Lord was pleaſed to afford me and my 
Wife a Competency of the 'Things of this Life, 
our Hearts and Houſe were open to receive the 


| Miniſters of the Goſpel of Peace, and they 


were always welcome to us, and we were-glad 


of their Company, receiving ſpiritual Benefit 
thereby. 


In the 5th Month 1723 Henry Jack ſon, A 


valuable Miniſter of the Goſpel from England, 


viſited us; I found freedom to accompany him 
to ſome Meetings. We went from hence to- 


wards the County of Wexford, where we had 
. divers comfortable Meetings, the Lord being 
near to aſſiſt us to perform the Service of 
each Meeting; all Honour and Praiſe be 


alcribed 
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aſcribed to his great and living Name. 
From the County of Wexford we went pretty 
directly to the Quarterly Province Meeting

1725. When I was at home, I was diligent 
about my outward Affairs, and it pleaſed the 
Lord to bleſs my Induſtry, and. increaſe Buſi- 
neſs, which ſeemed to require more conſtant 
Attendance, yet it became my Concern to 
order my Affairs ſo, that they might not hin- 
der me nor my Family from conſtantly attend- 
ing Meetings for Worſhip, both on week Days 
and firſt Days; and I was diligently concerned 


to keep out of the unneceflary OY 
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of the World, being afraid leſt they ſhould 
hinder me from viſiting my Brethren, when 
the Lord moved upon my Heart to ſee how 
they fared; in this I found reacts and great 


inward Satisfaction, and was made ſenſible, that 
Godlineſs with Contentment 1s great gain, and: 


tho the leaving of outward Affairs may ſome. 


times ſeem a Loſs, yet the Lord 1s ſufficient 
to make up all to. thoſe who are truly devoted 


to ſerve him, it being his Bleſſing that ma- 


keth truly rich. Under theſe Conſiderations, 
and feeling ſtrong Engagements on my own 
Mind, I found it my Duty to be a good Ex- 
ample in the firſt Place to my own Family, 
having a watchful and tender Care over my 
Children and Servants for their good, and in 
the next Place to my Friends and Brethren, 
that they might be provoked to ſerve the 
Lord in their Generation. | 3 
I found it my Place diligently to attend 
Provincial and Quarterly Meetings, as they fell 
in courſe, as allo the National Meet'ngs in 
Dublin, in the third and ninth Month, Five 
very deſirous to ſerve the Lord, his Church, 
and People in my 25 K time. And as my 
temporal Affairs occaſioned my being in that 
City at times, I took care that they ſnhould not 
take up any of my time during the ſitting of 
the Meeting, but I found Freedom and Liberty 
enough in the Truth when the Meeting was 
over, to do Buſineſs in moderation, for the 
Maintenance and Support of my Family, and 
I loved diligently to attend their Meetings 
for Worſhip, and Diſcipline, (and ſeldom, if 
85 ever 
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ever miſſed them) both on firſt Days and week 
Days, which were often to my Comfort and 
inward Satisfaction. 

In theſe Times faithful Elders and concern-

I went as uſual to the 
National, Half Year's Meeting in Dublin, in 
which we were favoured with a renewed Senſe 
of the Lord's Mercy and Goodneſs ſtill ex- 
tended to his People, and a zealous Concern 
Was upon Friends, thatall might be preſerved 
out of the Evils of the World, and that a Stop 
might be put to the Spirit of Pride and undue 
Liberty, that too much prevails on ſome, and 
a careleſs unconcerned Mind on others ; many 
living Teſtimonies were born, and divers 
good Recommendations ſent to Friends, ex- 
citing them to Diligence and Care in theſe 
reſpects. May the Labour of Love, ſo often 
repeated, have the deſired Effect, and may all 
lay to heart the ' merciful Dealings of the 
Lord, and be thereby provoked to Circum- 
ſpection and Care. 

Some Days after the Meeting, I, and ſeve- 
ral Friends, went on board one of the Pacquet- 
boats, and landed ſafe at Holyhead, from thence 
Joſeph Gill, Foſeph Inman, and myſelf, went to 
Denby, where we had a Meeting with a few 
Friends, and ſome People of the Town, ſo pro- 
ceeded to Shrewsbury, where we likewiſe had a 
Meeting ; from thence ſet out for London, and 
had ſome comfortable Meetings by the way, 
which was Encouragement to perſevere in 
Faithfulneſs to the Lord's requirings. I ſtayed 
in London about two Weeks, and attended the 


Service of the Yearly Meeting, and was at 
ſundry 
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ſundry Meetings for Worſhip in that great City; 
and when I found my Mind clear left it the 8th 
of the 4th Month, in Company with my Friend 
John Fry. We had Meetings at Reading and 
Newberry, where we parted, I not being well; 
but. yet being willing to get forward, went to 


Marlborough, where 1 had an Evening-Meet- 


ing, and next Day to Sutton in Wiltſhire, to the 
aforeſaid John Fry's, at whoſe Houſe I ſtayed 
about a Week, being but poorly as to my Health. 
When I was a little recovered I ſet forward, 
and had ſeveral Meetings in my Way to Briſtol, 
and was at ſeveral Meetings there, and enabled 
to labour amongſt Friends, according to the 
Gift and Ability beſtowed upon me, to my 
Comfort and their Satisfaction, and being clear 
of that City I left it in Company with Daniel 
Badger, a Friend that intended for Ireland to 
viſit Friends there; we had Meetings at Sad- 
bury, Nailſworth, Roſs, Hereford and Lempſtty, 
ſo paſſed into Wales, and had divers Meet- 
ings amongſt Friends in the Northern Parts 
thereof, to our Comfort and Encouragement”: 
The laſt Meeting we had was at Ellis Lewis's 
near Dolgelthy, after which ſaid Ellis accompa- 
nied us thro a very mountzinons Country to 
Carnarvan, when we parted with him and went 
on towards Holyhead, and about two Hours af- 
ter we got there went on board the Pacquet- 
boat, being the 22d of the 5th Month, and 7th 
of the Week; we got to Dublin next 
about Noon, and went to the Afternoon Meet. 
1 I ftayed a little time in Dublix, and went 
from thence pretty directly home, where F 
found things well. 7 8058 and Thankſgiving

be to the Lord for his abundant Mercies every 
way afforded. | | 

In the Year 1738 I had an Exerciſe and Con- 
cern upon my Mind, to viſit my Friends and 
Brethren, in ſome of the Northern Parts of 
England, Scotland, and the Province of Ulſter 
in this Nation. It was hard with me to give 
up hereto, not knowing of any Companion; 
however being made ſenſible that the Lord's 
Power is ſufficient in all reſpects, I laid my 
Concern before our Men's Meeting, who hav- 
ing unity with me herein, gave me their Cer- 
tificate accordingly. 
I left home the 24th of the 4th Month 1738, 
and had Meetings at Kilcommon, Knockbally- 


magher, and 2ountrath; from thence went to the 
Quarterly Provincial Meeting at Mountmelick, 


which was large, and held part of three Days ; 
my Couſin Mungo Bewley was there, and I ac- 
quainted him with my Concern ; he told me he 
had been under the like Exerciſe of Mind for 
ſome time paft, which I was very glad of, ſo 
we concluded to meet at Dublin after the Meet- 


ing was over. I viſited Friends Meetings in 


ſundry Places of that Province, and according 
to appointment we met together at Dublin; 
from thence we took ſhipping for Whitehaven, 
and landed well there. We viſited Friends 
Meetings in ſeveral Parts of the Counties of 
Cumberland, Weſtmoreland, and in ſome Parts of 
Torkſhire and Lancaſhire, and by way of Cumber- 
land went towards Scotland, had a Meeting at 
Kelſo, and were at E at their two Meet- 

eek: We proceeded 
from thence Northwards, and viſited Friends 
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pretty generally in thoſe Parts, and when clear 
we returned (by way of Perth and Stirling) to- 


wards Glaſgow, had a Meeting there, as alſo at 


Gathſhore. From Glaſcom we went to Port-Pa- 
trick, and took Boat and landed fate at Donagh-' 


adee in the North of Ireland. We viſited 
Friends Meetings in that Province pretty ge- 


nerally, and got well in due time to Edenderry, 
where my dear Companion lived. We had a 
comfortable and ſatisfactory Journey in the 


Will of God, who gave the Word and Strength 
to pabliſh it to the Comfort of Friends ; and 


we returned with the Anſwer of Peace m our 
own Boſoms. I went from Edenderry to Dub- 
lin, where I ſtayed till the Half Year's Meeting, 


when it wa: over returned home, and found 
my Wife and Family well, bleſſed be the Lord. 
for all his abundant Favours! his People have 
cauſe to ſay that indeed he is worthy to be fol- 


lowed and obeved. 


I obſerved, that from the Year 171; to 1920, 


there were nine ty- ſeven Friends of the Mini- 


{try who viſited us (being about thirieen each 


Year) after that to the Year 1740 not fo many, 
yet generally there were eight or ten each 
Year; from whence I have often remarked the 
Care of the Lord over his People, the Conſi- 


deration of his unutterable Love hath often: 


deeply aftected my Mind; he by his bleſſed 
Power and Word of Life, reached to, and ga- 
thered us to be a People, and by the ſame 


Power preſerved and ſupported our early Friends: 


in their great Trials and Perſecutions, which 
were many, (as appears by the Records and 


Accounts they have tranſmitted to us of them. 
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by them, and made many ot them able Mini- 


ſters of the Goſpel of Life and Salvation, by 


the powerful Word whereof, many were not 


only convinced of the Truth of that holy Prin- 


ciple of Light and Grace that is come by our 


Lord Jeſus Chriſt, but by yielding Obedience 
thereto came to be converted, and made Parta- 


kers of that precious Faith which he is the Au- 
thor of ; and were not only made to believe in 


his Name, but likewiſe to ſuffer, counting no- 


thing too dear for the Sake thereof; and tho' 
they bore the Burden and Heat of the Day, and 
trod the Path before us, yet they were ſupport- 


ed and made inſtrumental in ſome Degree to 


make the Way caly for us. 

What Cauſe have we of this Generation to 
remember theſe things, and to walk in Hu- 
mility and Thankfulneſs before the Lord, and 
not be like 1/rae/ of old (who by the mighty 
Power of God, with Signs and Wonders, were 
brought out of the Land of Egypt thro' the Red 
Sea and the Wilderneſs, where he by his Servant 
Moſes gave them excellent Laws and Precepts, 
and in his appointed time ſettled them in their 
Poſſeſſions in the Land of Canaan,) for after the 


12 p Death of Joſpua and the Elders that out lived 


him, there aroſe another Generation that knew 
not the Lord: they forſook him, the God of 
their Fathers, and did not keep his Laws and 
Precepts ; ſo their Enemies overcame them, and 


they were carried into Captivity by them. 
| This 


So that had not the Lord been on their Side 
when Men roſe up againſt them, they had been 
ſwallowed up, for they had no Helper in the 
Earth but the Lord, and his Chriſt, who ſtood, 
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This People were very greatly favoured by. 


the Lord, as is very plainly ſet forth by the Pro- 
phet under the Parable of a Vineyard, Iſaiab . 
He in the Name of the Lord declares the great 


Kindnets and Labour beſtowed upon them, and. 
then queries, What could have been done more 
to my Vineyand, that I have not done for it ? 
Wherefore when I looked that it ſhould bring forth 
Grapes, brought it forth wild Grapes ? And then 
tells how he would bring his Jadgments on 
them for their Sins. ; 
Theſe things nearly concern us in this Day, 
and I greatly deſire all may lay them to heart. 
The Lord gathered us to be a People, as 1 
have hinted before, not by the Might and Pow- 
er of Man, but by the Might of his own Power, 
and not only extended of his Goodneſs to our 
faithful Antients, but he has been. abundant in 
his Love to us ; he has planted in his Church 
the choiceſt Vine, given to it Salvation for 
Walls and Bulwarks, and the Hedge of Diſci- 
pline for a Defence ; and has raiſed a godly Care 
in the Hearts of many Friends, for the Preſer- 
vation of all who make Profeſſion of the bleſſed 
Truth. Many Minutes and Recommendations, 
have in the Wiſdom thereof, been repeated! 
given forth from the National Meetings, both 
of London and Dublin, and much labour hath 


been uſed that the good and wholeſome Rules i]

might be duly obſerved and put in Practice; 
and a great and additional Bleſſing he has fa- 
voured his Vineyard with; he has ſent his Ser- 
vants and is {till tending of them, ſome as Wa- 


terers, others as Planters and Diggers in his 


Hand; he has filled them as Clouds with Rain, 
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and not only has cauſed them to copy them. 
de 


felves on his Heritage, to the great Refreſh. 
ment of the hungry and thirſty Soul, but the 
Lukewarm and Indifferent about religious Du- 
ties, have been invited and ſtirred up to more 


Zeal and Faithfulneſs, the Diſobedient warned 


and exhorted to turn to the Lord, (whoſe 
Controverſy is againſt Sin and Wickedneſs) who 
will bring his Judgments upon the Ungodly and 
fuch as forget his Name. | 

Ob tne ER and Pains the Lord God Al- 
mighty hath beſtowed upon us ! Oh the Great- 
neſs of his Love, his Viſitations and Favours! 
He is now looking on his Vineyard, and ſeek- 
ing for Fruits; he delights not in the Fruits 
of the Fleſh, in the Pride of Life, in the Fruits 
of a vain Converſation, and a Conformity to 
the World, in the vain Cuſtoms and Faſhions 
thereof, but he's looking for Fruits of Holi- 
neſs, Purity and Righteouſneſs ; and he will 
delight to water Souls with his Goodneſs that 
are concerned to walk before him, agreeable 
to his Mercy and loving Kindneſs extended 
towards them, when thoſe that are ſowing to the 
Fleſh ſhall of the Fleſh reap Corruption, agree- 
able to the Doctrine of the holy Apoſtle. 

In the Year 1744 I found Drawings on my 
Mind to be at our Province Meeting, which was 
by Appointment to be at Caſhel. I went thither 
in Company with ſeveral] Friends, tho' I was but 
in an indifferent ſtate of Health, having a great 
Pain in my Back which much affected me in the 
Journey; I attended the Meetings, tho' under 

reat Pain of Body, and got home with ſome 
- Pificulty. My Diſorder from this time in- 
creaſed, 
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creaſed, inſomuch that in the Years 1745 and 
1746 I was moſtly. confined to my Chamber, 
my Back and Legs being ſo weak that I could 
ſcarce walk. I conſulted ſome Phyſicians, who 
adviſed me to go over to Bath, to which I a- 

reed, believing it lawful and neceſſary to uſe 
| 2 in times of Weakneſs of Body; accord- 
ingly I and my Wife, with a Servant, took 
ſhipping for Briſtol, and after a tedious Paſ- 
ſage: landed there the 20th of the 5th Month 
1747, from thence we went to Bath by Wa- 
ter, not being able to bear the Shaking of a 
Coach. | 2 | 
At Bath I grew weaker and weaker; the 
Uſe of my Legs and Feet failed me, fo that I 
could not ſtir them, and they gradually became 
as it. were dead, and inſenſible of Feeling. 
Great was my AMiction of Body ! I conſulted 
ſome Perſons there skilled in Phyſick, yet my 
Dependance was not upon them; my Hope 
and Expectation was only and alone upon che 
Lord. My earneſt Prayers were to him ts 
ſanctify my Afflictions unto me, that whatſo- 
ever he might yet ſee meet to try me with, T 
might be enabled to bear it with Submiſſion to 
his Will; and indeed I had good Cauſe to ſay 
he took Notice of my Prayers, and anſwered 
my Requeſt, he granted Faith in his Name, 
and a good degree of Patience ; for when my 
Afflictions were the greateſt, both of Body 
and Mind, he preſerved me from ſinking too 
low, and. I often found his Mercy and Good- 
neſs were greater than my Pain, and I found 
. help near which ſupported me to bear it; tho' 
41 was ſo weak, that it was not expected 'I 
ſhould 
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ſhould ever get to my outward Habitation, yet 
a ſecret Hope ſprang in my Heart, that all 
would work together for good, and a Willing- 
neſs and Reſignation were begot in me to the 
divine Will whether in Life or Death. 

I continued for ſeveral Months in great 
Weakneſs of Body, and finding that no outward 
Means were like to be ſerviceable to me, I diſ- 
charged the Phyſicians I had employed, and 
my ern was more and more to look to 
the Lord, the great Phyſician of Soul and 
Body, and I was eaſter in my Mind herein; I 
found ſtrong Deſires! to return home, which 
I attempted, tho' very feeble and almoſt hel p- 
leſs. We left Bath the roth of 1ſt Month 17 47-5, 
and went to Briſtol by Water, from Brito] we 
had a good Paſſage home, where we got the 
'21$th of ſaid Month, for which great Mercy 
and Favour, with many more received, I have 


great Cauſe to be thankful to the Lord, the 


great Helper and Preſerver. After my get- 
ting home, I continued for ſome time much as 
I had been in England, but through the Lord's 
great 8 he ſupported me, and his heart- 
tendering Goodneſs was near, ſo that I had 
{till cauſe to truſt in that Arm of Power that 
hath hitherto help'd, and to walk in great Hu- 
mility and Thankfulneſs before him all the 
Days of my appointed Time. 
About the 5th Month 1748, when there ap- 
| peared, as to the outward, no Proſpect of Re- 
covery, nor that I ſhould ever have the Uſe of 
my Legs and Feet, the Lord was pleaſed fo to 


order it (to the Admiration of many) that 


gradually I got the Uſe of them again, though 
— the 
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IL 
the Pain in my Back continued, ſo that at laſt 
I could walk a little about, and divers times 

ot to Meeting. I have had in this, as well as 
in other Favours received from the Lord, to 
admire his wonderful Love, and to bleſs and 
praiſe his moſt holy Name. Though I had ma- 
ny Returns of great Weakneſs, yet at times was 
eafier from Pain, and could bear fitting in 
Meeting pretty well, tho' ſome times it was difh- 
cult to me, yet I was willing to get thither as of- 
ten as I could, which I have done until this 20th 
of the 8th Month 1749. 

On reading the 116th Pſalm, I often thought 
it was ſuitable to my Condition, and it's my 
Deſire that I may not only ſo apply it, but be 
concern'd to live agreeable thereto, the few 
Days the Lord may yet be pleaſed to afford me. 
in this Vale of Tears. I believe that he that 
has helpt me all my Life long, is all ſufficient 
not only to ſanctifie and make Afflictions profi- 
table, but in the End bring to that eternal Joy 
and Comfort, where the Wicked ceaſe from 
troubling, and the weary are at reſt. 2

| Friend George Bewley, concerning the

| — 2 which he ſeveral times attended our 
Religious Meetings for the Worſhip of God, 
and tho* very weak in Body, was enabled in a 
living Manner to appear in them, and to preſs 
the heart- work of Religion, and to a circumſpect 
Walking in all manner of Converſation, agree- 
able to that holy Principle of Grace and Truth, 
that comes by Chriſt, giving no Occaſion of Of- 
Fence to Jew, Gentile, nor the Church of Chriſt. 

_ His Weakneſs increaſing upon him, he could 
not attend Meetings, but ſignified to Friends 
that viſited him, his Concern for the Proſpe- 
rity of Truth. The 1oth of the 10th Month, 
being the Time of our Quarterly Meeting, 
ſome Friends coming to ſee him, he was con- 
cerned to preſs them to Faithfulneſs, and to 
uſe Diligence to do their Day's Work in the 
Day-time, ſaying he had often occaſion to look 
back and remember the Zeal and Concern that 
was upon the Minds of our antient Friends in 
times paſt, to keep near to Truth, and to at- 
tend their Meetings for Worſhip and Diſci- 
pline, and that with great Concern he had ob- 
ſerved ſome now too negligent in theſe reſpects, 


adding, that it was his Comfort that he had 
been diligently concerned herein, whilſt of A- 


bility, which he found was all little enough,

much more not remembered he delivered in a 
ſweet, tender Frame of Spirit, to the affect- 
ing of the Minds of Friends preſent. 


e was preſerved in a patient reſigned

where the wicked ceaſe from troubling, and the 
weary are at reſt ; intimating, in the 'Time of 
his greateſt Weakneſs that he found the Lord 
near to help and ſupport him. 

He departed this Life the 11th of the 12th 
Month 1749, in great Peace and Quietneſs, 
like a Lamb, without Sigh cr Groan, and was 
buried in Friends Burying Ground in Corte, 
the 13th of the ſame.
